‘His Worship Gives Interesting and Enlightening Address 


on Civic Financing. Financial Difficulties of Past 


Explained. Today Wetaskiwin is in First Class 
Condition. Ladies’ Night Being Arranged. 


There was a good attendance of Ki- 
wanians and friends at the weekly 
luncheon Tuesday evening. The club 
had as guests Mayor Montgomery and 
the Aldermen of the city, and Kiwan- 
fan Rosenroll was chairman of the ev- 
ening, 

His Worship stated that he was 
pleased to be present and to discuss 
civic affairs with the club, but it was 
rather difficult to say anything which 
might not be repeated at the annuat 
meeting of ratepayers. He was gure 
the present council were not in office 
through choice, but rather as a matter 
of duty, and he thought every citi- 
‘zen should be ready to assume re- 
‘sponsibility in civic affairs if needed 
by the ratepayers. 


Mr. Montgomery referred particu- 
larly to civic financing. Wetaskiwin 
fg under the direct tax system, and 
the council must stand the brunt of 
criticism. It is somewhat different 
with the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments, as the members are away 
from the criticisms to a certain ex- 
tent, 

He would lad down one principle, 
which applied equally well to provin- 
cial and federal gvernments as well 
as corporations; Make your receipts 
meet the budget—make _ things  bal- 
ance. ‘When he was honored by the 
citizens in 1922, he was determined 


‘to carry ‘out: that: ‘princtpal;with sthe'|; 


aid of the council. Levying’and' col- 
lecting taxes have undergone drastic 
changes in the past few years. When 
the city was incorporated, property 
being taken over by the city for taxes 
was never heard of. Prior to 1908-09 
there was little improvement in the 
urban centres, but with improvements 
the expenses started and taxes were 
increased. The councils prior to 
1919 had not carried out a sound pol- 
icy of financing. with the result that 
‘in that year, Wetaskiwin was nearly 
$100,000 in arrears in meeting its ob- 
ligations. The bank would not honor 
the city’s cheques, and the school 
boards could not get money to carry 
on. In 1919 the creditors were met 
and an extension of ten years was 
made in which to pay up the arrear- 
age. The final payment on account 
of this accommodation will be made 
in 1920. We are now paying the pen- 
alty for the councils of the earlier 
days not making their budgets bal- 
ance. 

The first land came to the city in 
1913, and the number of lots reverting 
to the city then was very small. But 
His Worship said he was afraid to tell 
the number turned back to the city 
last year. But the most of these 
came from sub-divisions, which had 
been mostly turned into farm land 
and now they were being disposed of 
as farm areas, and were getting back 
on the assessment roll in that way. 

In the years 1920-21, the principal 
of making the budget balance was 
not carried out with the result that 
the floating debt accumulated to $20,- 
000. To overcome this 25% was add- 
ed to the current taxes to cover the ar- 
rearage. This was not found to be 
sufficient and this year 385% was add- 
ed, and it is expected that this year’s 
taxes will clean up the arrearage. 

The tax collections were much bet- 
ter last month than they were in Oc- 
tober, 1923, and if the collections are 
as good during November and Decem- 
ber, Welaskiwin will be in a much 
better financial position that it was 
last year. His Worship said he could 
not stress too strongly the collection 

-of taxes. If this is done there will 
be no future embarrassments. In the 
face of decreased assessment and in- 
creased tax rate it required courage to 
meet the ratepayers. But we are now 
reaping the benefit, and next year 
better results will be shown. 

Mr. Montgomery then explained how 
the mill rate in previous years was 
struck. Last January there was a lit- 
tle change, and the estimates for this 
year were made up that month, and 
the aldermen worked to a plan. The 
estimates were revised in August, 
when it was found that the estimates 
were the same, He hoped this plan 
-would be adhered to in future, The 


work of the council was divided up 
in committees, and each alderman 
was chairman of a committee. 

There were three different kiuds of 
taxation, namely, city property Hable 
for all taxation; outside limits which 
are liable for school rate of eight or 
ten mills and the other is farm lands, 
which at one time were in the city, 
and which are liable for school and 
debenture taxation only. The speaker 
then went on to explain how the sal- 
aries of the city employees are appor- 
tioned to the different departments. 

The mayor concluded by remarking 
that the affairs of the city were in a 
first class condition, and there was 
no place in Alberta better off than we 
were, It might be expected that the 
taxes here would gradually decrease, 


in which the extension payments 
would-be met—another cut of ten mills 
on the dollar could be made.

The Dominion Express Company 
state that it is one» of:tthe largest 
shipments of foxes they, have ever 
handled. Their representatives tra- 
velled as far as Kingsgate) Ida., where 
the consignment was’; talfen over by 
the representatives. of the American 
Railway Express company. The Ex- 
press Co. provided: a, special car for 
this consignment and furnished & spec: 
ial attendant to destination. The 
shipment was valued ‘atl over. twenty 
thousand dollars, .The:/jfoxes were 
crated in new boxes, one® yox for each 
pair, and presented’ a: ‘very pleasing 
sight, as they were all’ ‘arranged on 
the station platform, ready for ship- 
ment. A large crowd: inspected the 
shipment, before the arrival of the 
train. The express charges on_ the, 
shipment were nearly: $400, and the 
American customs duties <vill amount 
to about $2,500,

The sale of the firty-two foxes to 
purchasers in the United States is 
the result of the report of a fur ex- 
pert wrom the Americans sent to 
many fox ranches in order that they 
might ascertain where they could 
secure the finest furred and finest 
bred animals. It is therefore a great 
honor for Montgomery Bros. to have 
received the order in this manner, 

All the foxes in the shipment were 
raised on the Montgomery ranch 
here. They still have a considerable 
number to deliver to purchasers in 
Canada, and will have at their ranch 
during the coming season between’ 
fifty and seventy-five pairs of breed- 
ers, after allowing for a number that 
may yet be sold this fall. Mverything 
on their ranch is of the same strain 
and breeding, as the fox that produc- 
ed the pelt which topped the London 
market last spring. 

Montgomery Bothers state that Al- 
berta, and in fact all Western Canada 
has an ideal climate for. the raising 
of this valuable fur and no doubt 
in years to come it will be a source 
of very large revenue for those who 
engage in it. The total cost of pro- 
ducing a pelt is not over $25, and ev- 
erything above this is profit, so it 
is easily seen that this is indeed an 
especially attractive business from a 
financial standpoint. Last month 
they sold one fox in London, England 
for $670. ;

Her method of doing this was such 
that it put their minds on the right 
track of realization, She went on 
to emphasize the general requisites 
for health, such as wholesome food, 
cleanliness, plenty of outdoor exercise 
and sufficient sleep. The little epis- 
ode given on friendship was probably 
the most attractive to the high school 
girls. That little phase in which she 
hinted to the friendship of boys was 
especially interesting. She said that 
It was natural that the girls be 
friends with the boys, for God made 
boys for friends and that is why He 
made them so nice.

ZR3, the huge German airship, pur: ; 
chased for the United States navy, |

Wetaskiwin has had many things to 
be proud of in the past. Let us for- 
get the regretiabla things and bald 
upon a solid foundation for the fu- 
ture. 

We must certainly have worked to- 
gether in. the past or we ‘would not 
have any town now. Our churches, 
schools, civic and other organizations 
are living monuments to the fact that 
we and those who came before us 
knew the mighty potency of coopera- 
tion. 

What we want now is more of it. 
Let us not say the time is not ripe. 
The time always is right to do good, 
to boost, to work in harmony—to co- 
operate. Let this be our civic salva- 
tion. 


Prices That 
Used To Be. 


* The high: cost of living» in these 
days is well illustrated by a compar- 
ison with the cost of living half a cen- 
tury ago. The Fairmont, Minn., Sen- 
tinel, makes such a comparison by 
listing the variety of articles it re- 
ceived for a $1.50 subscription at that 
date in lieu of cash. The Sentinel 
in 1874 was published at the subscrip- 
tion price of $1.50 a year. The times 
were such that the publishers could 
hardly expect pay in advance or at 
all, unless times improved. 

The early subscription books show 
that people paid for their paper with 
commodities in many instances. The 
records show that the publishers re- 
ceived the following things on sub- 
scription account: Wood, hay, fish, 
honey, mutton, cheese, feathers, cab- 
bage, furs, sorghum, roasting ears, 
turnips, pork and many clher necessi- 
ties of life. 

Here is the quantity of the various 
crops and products that it took to 
raise $1.50, the price of the paper, 
when the first year’s subscriptions 
came due: 

Fifteen dozen eggs. 

Fifteen pounds of butter. 

1% bushels of wheat. 

2% bushels of oats. 

3 bushels of corn. 

5 bushels of potatoes. 

A bushel of beans. 

Twelve pounds of lard. 

Thirty pounds of cowhide. 

Fourteen pounds fresh pork. 

Twelve pounds smoked ham. 

Thirty-five pounds of mutton. 

Six pounds of wool. 

¥ cord dry oak wood or green mix- 

ed wood. 

Three-fourths ton of hay. 

10 choice or 15 good muskrat skins. 


Our Coal 
Industry. 


Last year, the Dominion Bureau of 
Satatistics tells us, Canada mined 
about 17,000,000 tons of coal, and im- 
ported 22,000,000 tons from the United 
States, and about 500,000 tons from 
Britain. About 30,300 men were em- 
ployed at the mines, and they aver- 
aged 250 days’ work during the year, 
at an average daily wage of $5.57, 
which was 39 cents higher than the 
average for 1922, This meant an av- 
erage yearly wage of about $1400, | 
and this means we presume that some | 
of the 30,000 earned less than $1200) 
for the year, on which salary it would 
be difficult if not impossible to sup- 
port a wife and family in decency. 
The Alberta and Saskatchewan mines | 
suffered seriously, we are told, from 
lack of orders, and yet the importa- 
tion of United States coal increased 
500,000 tons, reaching 2,626,688 tons, 


and 68,000 tons of this increase was 
anthracite to be used for domestic 
purposes. We wonder when Canada 
will become wise enough to use her 
own coal! When Ontario was noti- 
fied that her population would have 
to get along without United States 
anthracite, there was quite a furore, 
and they were promised all sorts of 
things; but the scare is over and ap- 
parently their has been no organized 
effort to face the situation. 


Mail Order 
Advertising. 


If, for the past six years the “Chron- 
icle” has, in these columns been 
preaching the doctrine of “buy-at- 
home” that fact does not deter us 
from drawing attention to some of 
the more admirable points of the mail- 
order houses’ policy, and the short- 
coming of our own local merchants. 

For example, let us take the ques- 
tion of advertising. Just recently a 
Three Rivers merchant claimed bit- 
terly that the mail order house was 
not obliged to advertise as extensive- 
ly as the local merchant, “trade just 
cime to them”. This would be al- 
most comic were it not so patently 
ridiculous. Far from being chary of 
advertising, the large mail order 
houses are annually spending millions 
of dollars in presenting their goods 
to the attention of potential custom- 
ers. 

Take, for instance, the catalogues 
which flood this district twice.a year. 
The cost of each of these volumes is 
in the neighborhood of $6.00. Think 
of it, $6.00 spent to reach one fam- 
ily. For the expenditure of the same 
amount in newspaper advertising the 
local merchant can reach upwards of 
a thousand families, while in addition- 
his sales-appeal does not remain un- 
changed for six months but can be 
varied from day to day, and from 
week to week. 

In newspaper advertising, the local 
merchant finds his surest method of 
defence against the aggression of out- 
side mail order houses. It is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that the 
mere presence of a mail order cata- 
logue in the homes serves the same 
purpose as a “silent-salesman,” and 
actually makes sales from time to 
time. Now, if a catalogue which al- 
ways remains the same, _ exercises 
such potent influences, how much 
more valuable would be a timely and 
attractive newspaper advertisement, 
made to answer the exigencies of the 
merchant's stock and carrying a fresh 
appeal to the homes in which it cir- 
culates. 

We have every sympathy with the 
St. Maurice Valley merchant who 
complains that too much Trifluvian 
money annually finds its way to the 
mail order houses, but we have too 
little or none for the retailer who 
does not avail himself of his indubit- 
able opportunities to check this ef- 
flux. Amongst the most formidable 
weapons with which he may combat 
the competition of outside firms is 
local newspaper advertising, and un- 
less he makes a more consistent use 
of this medium he can never be justi- 
fied in stating that he has taken the 
necessary steps to see that local 
money is kept in circulation here, in- 
stead of being sent outside of the dis- 
trict—Three Rivers Chronicle,

Crime and the 
Duty of Parents. 


To the question “What is the chief 
object of education?” the answer of 
veteran educators is, “To socialize 
the individual.” Facts and knowledge 
are important in life, but to fill a 
mind with fragments of the sciences 
is not to educate the possessor of 
that mind. Education is essentially 
training for community life, for co- 
operation in various fields of legiti- 
mate activity, for civilized society. 

How does it happen that in the 
words of a distinguished clergyman 
“the country is cursed with hosts of 
youthful criminals,” It is known that 
a large proportion of the burglars, 
robbers, pickpockets, and even mur- 
derers are mere striplings. The pain- 
ful fact is that the vast sums expended 
on education fail to deter many youths 
from criminal careers. Crime stat- 
istics and the almost daily reports of 
concrete criminal cases of the most 
shocking nature challenge the most 
serious attention of educators, law- 
makers and students of the social and 
political sciences. 

Crime is the direct result of many 
causes, some of which are obscure 
and indirect in their operation, But 
there are a few basic causes that are 
primarily responsible for crime, Lack 
of proper home training is one of 
these causes. Neglect of discipline 
may beget juvenile delinquency, but 
so many administer unusually harsh 
discipline, Crime may be attributed 
to hereditary traits, and it may be 
traced to manifest physical and emo- 
tional defects. 

It is morally certain, however, that 
education has not done as much as it 
might have done in the past to build 
up character, to guide the emotions 
to train the will and to sublimate cer- 
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tain impulses and passions. Where 
moral training is neglected, where in- 
dulgence, idleness and evil associa- 
tions are permitted, the road to ruin 
is wide open. 

There has been much interest in in- 
telligence tests, but emotional. tests 
are of far greater importance. Insta- 
bility, abnormal wilfullness, .exagger- 
ated egotism and perversity should be 
detected early and counteracted at 
home and in school. Parents and 
teachers should strive to know. the 
children they have in their charge 
and to see to it that those children 
form good habits instead of bad, are 
introduced to wholesome literature in- 
stead of filthy and poisonous stuff, 
and are surrounded by decent influ- 
ences and examples instead of those 
that are vicious and corrupting. The 
social, moral and emotional aspects 
of education should receive increasing 
emphasis and systematic cultivation. 
But this is a task for parents as well 
as teachers, Parents must accept 
the great responsibility which is 
theirs. 


WORK AND PLAY 


It is well to do some playing when 
the day of toil is done; when we've 
spent twelve hours at haying, we're 
entitled to some fun; when behind a 
plow or seeder we have trudged the 
weary day, it is fitting, gentle reader, 
to indulge in harmless play. When 
we've earned the precious dollars 
that will pay the monthly bills, let 
us don our stand up collars and enjoy 
the pace that kills, But we cannot 
dance a measure or slide down the 
cellar doors with a fair degree of 
pleasure if we haven't done our chores. 
We feel guilty and dejected as we 
foxtrot here and there, if the tasks 
have been neglected that demand our 
skill and care. Some there are for- 
ever playing, with no duties on their 
mind, down the path of pleasure stray- 
ing, fun before and fun behind. But 
they're bored and weary critters who 
in sloth forever bask, and each pass- 
ing hour embitters men who have no 
honest task. There is always most 
enjoyment for the man who spends 
his day in some earnest sane employ- 
ment drawing down a well-earned pay. 
Oh, the playtime has its splendors for 
the man of nerve and brawn who has 
torn his pink suspenders mowing 
whiskers off the lawn. Knowing that

Duty to the Public 

“Tam satisfied that you are a pair 
of professional thugs and robbers,” 
said Mr. Justice Walsh, in passing 
sentence. “There is so much burglary 
throughout the country that the courts 
owe a duty to the public to put away 
such men as you are for a long term 
of years.” 

“You have had a fair trial and all 
was done for your defence that coun- 
sel could do” said Mr. Justice Boyle 
in announcing his agreement with the 
verdict of the last jury, which report- 
ed in one minute. “From impressions 
gathered from the evidence, I hold 
the same opinion that my brother 
Walsh has expressed. The sentence 
of the court will be ten years. It 
may serve as a warning to men of 
your kind.” 

The production © of 
tools found in the auto of the accused 
and the identification of watches, 
rings, gold pins, and brooches,  re- 
volyers, etc. took up much of the 
time during the afternoon. H. R. 
French, jeweler, of Wetaskiwin, iden- 
tified the watch Mahonoff had been
